Such 
a meal is often preferred by those 
who realize that they eat too much 
meat. 
Leftover 
baked potatoes 
make 
most delicious creamed potatoes, 
having quite a different liavor from 
the freshly cooked or boiled ones. 
One large grapefruit when care­ 
fully 
peeled 
and 
the

(minus their covering) placed on 
tender lettuce with a sprinkling of 
shredded almonds and a good dress­ 
ing, make the best of salad. 
By the way, our beauty dietitians 
tell us that a dozen almonds a day 
with an apple, banana or a glass 
of fruit juice is one of the best 
luncheons for beautifying the com­ 
plexion. 
The almonds must be 
carefully masticated.

Take two cups of tomatoes, two 
slices of onion, two bay leaves, two 
celery leaves, four whole cloves, 
one teaspoon of salt, one-fourth 
teaspoon of paprika, one-hnlf tea­ 
spoon of sugar and one cup of 
water. 
Cook together slowly for 
20 minutes. 
Strain and add to 
three tablespoons of butter and 
four of flour that have been well 
blended. 
Cook until creamy.

in 
corn this year to O. 
R. Fair- 
brother, 
Luray, Mo., with a yield 
of 
more than *13 bushels 
per acre, 
57 bushels per acre of which was 
hard, sound corn. 
Sweet clover 
rotations, lime, and regular applica­ 
tions of a complete fertilizer, Agrico 
for Grain, have built up the fertil­ 
ity of his soil to the point where 
even this year, with a short grow­ 
ing season, Mr. Fairbrother not 
only produced quality corn, but was 
able to gather seed corn for sale 
from his crop while neighboring 
farmers are harvesting soft, imma­ 
ture corn. 
The corn, a 120 day variety, was 
not planted until June 16. 
Ferti­ 
lizer applied to another field not 
iii the soil building program pro­ 
duced an acre yield of 35.5 bushels 
of hard corn and only 7.0 bushels 
of soft. 
Since the planting was 
late, Mr Fairbrother did not take 
the trouble to refill his fertilizer 
attachment on one three acre strip 
in the field. 
Here the yield fell 
one-third, and a frost on October 5 


caught the corn still hi the milk. 
This field produced 21.3 bushels of 
soft corn and 6.6 bushels of hard 
corn to the acre. 
The yields and quality of the 
corn were checked by County Agent 
J. O. Naggs, Iv. R. Peterson, Agrono­ 
mist 
of 
the 
Soil 
Conservation 
Service, and a field man of The 
American 
Agricultural 
Chemical 
Company. Cattle feeders valued the 
fertilized corn at 50 cents a bushel, 
while the unfertilized corn, because 
most of it was soft, was worth for 
immediate feeding only 20 cents or 
less a bushel. 
Since the soft corn situation this 
year is presenting a serious prob­ 
lem to Missouri farmers, Mr. Fair- 
brother’s 
demonstration 
of 
the 
value of fertilizer on corn is at­ 
tracting considerable a t t e n t i o n 
throughout the state. Even in good 
years, a large part of the corn de­ 
livered at terminal m arkets falls in 
the lowest grades. For the fourteen 
years preceding 1930, an average 
of 53 per cent of the corn delivered 
in Chicago was below’ U. S. No. 3 
grade.
